Valentine Cake 

Make a good. white cake by 
creaming 1 cup butter or white 
vegetable shortening and gradu- 
ally adding 2 cups fine granulated 
sugar. Sift 342 cups pastry flour 
with % teaspoon salt and 3 tea- 
spoons baking powder. Sift the 
flour before measuring, then add 
the salt and baking powder and 
sift 3 times. Add the flour alter- 
nately with 1 cup milk ‘to the 
creamed mixture. Beat well after 
each addition. Flavor with 1 tea- 
spoon vanilla and % teaspoon al- 
mond extract and fold in the stiff- 
ly beaten whites of 8 eggs. Grease 
and line a heart-shaped cake pan 
with paper. Bake in a sluw oven 
until a toothpick inserted in the 
cake comes out clean and light 
pressure shows that the cake is 
“springy.” When cool spread with 
a soft butter frosting or boiled 
frosting that has been tinted a 
pale green and decorate with sim- 
ple designs with tinted ornamen- 
tal frosting’ put through pastry 


tubes. 
Ornamental Frosting 

Boil together 1 cup sugar and 
12 cup water and boil for 3 min- 
utes without stirring. Add %4 tea- 
spoon cream of tartar. Have the 
whites of 2 eggs beaten until stiff, 
but not dry. Add a teaspoon of the 
boiling syrup to the egg whites, 
‘eating all the while, then add an- 
other and another. By the time 
the syrup in the saucepan has 
cooked until it will spin a long 
thread when dropped from a 
spoon add all of it to the egg 
whites gradually, beating con- 
stantly. Beat until the mixture is, 
very thick, then place the bow) 
over hot water and continue stir- 
ring with a spatula until the frost- 
ing will hold its shape. If you 
want more than one color divide 
the mixture and tint. Continue 
folding the frosting until it is cool, 
then put into the pastry tube and 
get to work! Decorating cakes 
isn’t exactly easy, but it is fun on 
special occasions.
